nerofeffate,(halfromhencefoo:th eyther arme, victuel, oꝛ other wyſe pꝛepare with any kynde of furniture, any 
{hyppe oz veſſel to paſſe to the ſeas, but only foz manyfeſt vſe of marchaundiſe, oꝛ fyſhyng, oꝛ fo2 vſual paſſage of 
_ perſons departyng lefully ouer the ſeas in places accuſtomed, neyther that any Maryner, ſea faryng man, oz 
ſouldier, 02 any perſon vnder colour thereof, do goe, oꝛ pꝛepare hym ſelfe togoe out of the Realme, toſerne in 
any (byppe 02 veſſel ol warre, belongyng eyther to anpof her Mateſfies dominions, oꝛ to any other pzince.ſate, 
towne, oz countrey fozraigne, except in ſuche ol her Maieſties owne ſhyppes, as alredy are, oꝛ ſhalbe vpon the 
ſeas, oꝛ ſuche other as haue, oꝛ ſhall haue aucthoꝛitie from her Mateſtte, teſfified by her owne warraunt, oz by 
teſtimonie ol the Loꝛde Idmirall ol Englande in wꝛytyng. Ind to the intent that this her commaundement 
may be duely kept, her Maieſtie hath wylled and charged the ſayd Loꝛde Admiral, to geueſpectallcommaunde- 
ment to al his iceadmirals,q ſo her Pateſtie doth charge al others, enioying lefully any perticuler turiſdicti · 
on admiral in any Poꝛte oꝛ Creekes ol her Realme, and al head officers of any Poꝛtes Copoꝛate, and lyne wyle 
alofficers ol her cuſtome houſes, that haue to deale with vie wyng and ſearchyng of any ſhyppes and veſlelles 
employed foz marchaundiſe, that euery one oftheſe wyll from tyme to tyme carefully and earneſflyſee to they? 
vttermolt. that no pꝛetert oꝛ colour be vſed, in armyng.02 victuellyng, oꝛ goyng to the ſeas with any furniture, 
but only playnely and directly foz trade of marchaundiſe and fyſhing, except it ſhalbe directly foz her Mareſties 
owne Nauſle, oz fo2 ſeruices vpon the ſeas by the ſpght of her ſpectall warraunt, oꝛ otherwyſeduely teſtified by 
the Lozde Admiral of Englande . And as her Maieſtie meaneth moſte ſharpelpe to punilhe the offenders 
agaynſt this oꝛdinaunce: ſo wyll ſhe not ſayle, but make an example ofpunyſhment of anpe officers that epther 
wylfully oz negligently (hal ſuffer this her commaundement to be violated oz deluded.
